Minister at Peking which” we were enabled 
to reproduce in these columns last.evening, 
confirms beyond a doubt the conclusion of 
a treaty between the Governments of China 
and Portugal. ‘The. telegram is necessarily’ 
brief and states simply ‘that HE,” Senhor 
José d’Azevedo Castello ¢ Branco had 
attached his signature and seal, presumably 


| with those"of the High Chinese Plenipoten- 


tiaries to a treaty the terms of which would 
be advantageous to the commerce and pros- 
perity of the Portuguese Colony. The 
Portuguese Minister further added that 
the President of the local Senate 
might tender his congritulations to ‘the 
people of Macao at such a_ satisfactory 
issue. Coming. as the telegraphic message 
dous at a time when all hopes had been 
given up in the neighbouring colony of the 
sticeess of the latest Portuguese mission to 
China, the news must certainly have been 
hailed with pleasure, -by the, Portuguese in 
the Kast. the history of nations like that 
of individuals is marked by periods .of 
vicissitudes of forties, and in that of Macao 
~-especially in its past it has furnished 
incidents of ups and dawns which smark it 
as no exception to the general rule. As 
the gift of a yrateful nation to a hand 
of benefactors in ridding the southern coast 
of China from the ravages of a terrorizing 
piratical horde, Macaa was founded as the 
first European settlement in China. ‘Thither 
was attracted the pionver merchants and 
traders of the ( Jecident in their pursuit. of 
the wealth of the Orient... For successive 
generations and until the dawn of British 
influence in. the East, Macao held ils posi- 
tion and did duty as the rest-house for the 
commercial and political agents of Europe 
to China, At one time Chinese emigration 
gave an mordinate impetus to its trade ; but 
that impetus was short-lived, and when the 
tide of emigration turned from Macao td 
Hongkong the doom for the former 
as a maritime port was” practically seal- 
ed. What little remained to her of 
her caasling trade did not justify her 
retaining her ancient title of an entrepot 
of foreign trade. ‘That coasting” “trade 
gradually dwindled until it has sunk to that 
when itt became 
advisable to the Portuguese administrators 
to emulate the exaniple of Hongkong and 
deelare Macao a free port. This action was 
synchronous with the opening of the West 
River to foreign trade, from which so much 
had been expected, but Fate ruled other 
wise. A gradually silting harbour, which 
ollicial apathy permitted to become worse 
and worse with the march of time, had 
much to do with keeping outa great deal 
ofthe trade that at one time it would not 
have been difficult to retain for Macao. ‘The

now claims a share of the distributing trade 
which erstwhile went through its Portuguese 
neighbour, ‘I'o what extent benefits will 
accre to the commerce of ‘Macao by the

cessions which the Portuguese Minister pro- 
phesies,will redound to the advantage and 
promote the prosperity of the Portuguese 
Cwlony, It is given to us to surmise that, 
“among the grants obtained, is the construction 
of a railway to connectour next-door neigh- 


| bour, with the populous capital of Kwangtung. 


To depend upon Portuguese capital alone to 
‘finance the undertaking may be to regulate 
lo the Greek Kalends the consummation of a 
scheme which optimists regard so hopefully 
for the future of the “Gem of the Orient 
Sea.” It will, therefore, cause no surprise 
if later developments reveal the association 
of British and Chinese capitals with 
Portuguese name in engineering ‘a task 
which may be found tvo much for 
Portuguese finance’ alone ta. successfully 
carry. out.
